He 
signified his willingness to accompany 
them to the lock-up if given his liberty, 
which was granted, and he obediently fol- 
lowed their directions and entered a buss 
for conveyance to the cells." Nothing un- 
usual happened until they reached the Town 
Hall when in alighting he suddenly bolted 
down Front street in the direction of the 
Grand Trunk Depot ; the moment he touch- 
ed the sidewalk, he bade his custodious 
good:byo, and bounced off at the height of 
his speed, Of course there was an excit- 
ing chase.

If ministers do not pursue the 
course marked out above, they will only 
have been driven from it by a sonsd of 
shamy, for there is no legal interdiction. 
No time is set for the appointment of a 
Commission, no direction is given as to 
whom they appoint, no restriction or so- 
curity as to how they must proceed, no 
limit whatevor is fixed as to the meoting of 
the House, as to time or circumstances, or 
in any other respect, Tho Governor hay:

rights of the citizons of Canada (hear, 
hear, and loud spplause.) Ho stated that 
the accusations made by Mr, Huntington 
were before the House of Commons and 
not before His Wxcelloncy—(hoar)—and it 
was for them to deal with them, and vhat 
until it came before the Governor Genoral 
in a pre forma manner he had no right to 
issue om Commission or take any other ac- 
tion.

It is reported on excellent authority that 
the leader of the Opposition had » longthy in- 
torview with His Excellency last evening at 
the request of the latter, during which the po- 
litical situation was discussed, It is general- 
ly understood that Lord Dufferin expressed his 
regret that he had consented to prorogue Par- 
liament, and stated that he had been urged 
thereto by deceitful and fraudulent advice. 
The Ministry, it is Said, urged a prorogation 
on the’ground that their supporters were ab- 
sont, that the Opposition were mustered in 
strong force, that the latter would not con- 
sont to an adjournment in order to allow thom 
to bring their followers to Ottawa, and that, if 
Parliamont would be allowed to sit, the Gov- 
ernment would be at the mercy of their oppo- 
nents, ‘This advice, if given, was untruthful, 
as, though it could not be fairly asked of them, 
tho Opposition wore quite willing to adjourn a 
reasonable time in order that the Government 
members might be in attendance at Ottawa, 
But this is no justification of prorogation, as 
His Excellency had a memorial against proro- 
gation signod by ninety-five protestants, and 
must haye known full well that in consenting 
to prorogue ho waa acting contrary to the 
wishes of the majority of the Commons, Be- 
sides these ninety-five momorialists, thero 
were others, such as M, Joly and Mr, Soatch- 
ard, who would have joined them if they had 
been in Ottawa ; and, added to this, it is well- 
known that a number of Ministerialists waited 
on the Government and urged thom not to ad- 
vise prorogation, So that the House assem- 
bled yesterday was almost unanimous against 
prorogation, and yet His Excellency with his 
eyes opon forced it upon Parliamont and tho 
country, Even if there wero any weight in 
the argument founded on the absence of Minis- 
terial supporters, it is deprived of it by the 
well-known fact that the Governmont ordered 
their followers to stay at home, A pretty 
pieco of businoss, that—ordering them to stay 
at home and then pleading for prorogation be- 
cause thoy were at honte!

000'attended less than 50'days, Which, ace 
cording to his understanding, was equal to 
no attendanceat all. Practically, therefore,

nearly 50 per cent ob the aggregate number 
of children in Ontario are being brought up 
in ignorance. He proceeds further : 95,- 
000 attended Tews than 100 days and’76,000 
loss than 150. days, making 34 per cent 
more of the aggregate only partially edu- 
cated. Beyond this the attendance between 
160 and, 200 days is set down at 72,247, 
Jeaving*only 15 per cent of the whole num! 
ber receiving full advantage of our inimit- 
able schodl system, His summary of these 


facts is as below :— 
“Over 244,000 young poopie reap little or no 


advantage from our public schools, We have 
over 171,000 taking only partial advantage, 
whilst only 82,217 are attending full time, 50 

er cont, getting little or no e ucation ; over 
Ly per cent, bein imperfectly instructed 5 and 
15 per cent. or 2,000 being educated at an 
annual cost of $1,383,340.” 

The picture drawn is not a pleasant one 
to contemplate, but compared with results 
of other systems in. other countries we 
havelno'doubt it would brighten immeas- 
urably.. Mr, Fothoringham makes no note 
of the number attending colleges and pri- 
vate schools, except on indifinite informat 
tion which atrikes us as being sadly defi- 
cient. Only 10,000 children of all ages 
are calculated as taking advantage of thesé 
meana for mental improvement, or only 
about three per cent. There is evidently 
in error. If we take alocal view of the 
case we Will find that in towns and cities 
within the knowledge of any observer, the 
numbér of private’ schools inmany instan- 
ces far exceeds the number of public 
schools, and although the attendance at 
each is much less than at the public schools 
the whole number is very great, There 
cannot be much less than a dozen private 
scoools in this Town, and some of them 
educate a considerable number of children. 
Then again large number of young per- 
sons are in attendance at Colleges and Semi- 
naries of the country, and nota few are 
under instruction at home, Our Free 
School system necessarily leads to these 
results—the bost families preferring to meet 
the additional cost rather than permit as-

A GULF BOAT ASHORE—PASSRNGERS ALL 
LANDSD, 


Quennc, Abg. 23.—The Gulf Post steam- 
ship Miramichi, from Pictou for Quebec, 
with 150 passengers and a general cargo 
ran ashore on Green Island Reef, about 
eloven o'clock last night in aheavy fog. 
The vessel was in charge of an experienced 
pilot, and was running slowly.

The writing should be careful and regu- 
lar, and as light as possible, Bad writing 
in the dictation books makes the pupils not 
only bad writers but bad spellers also, 
Therefore, every letter should be written 
distinctly. Dictation exercises, tv be of 
any value, should be witten on paper, and, 
as tho pupils are compelled to write rapidly, 
the pon, ink, and puper ought to be of the 
very best kind.

THR DETECTION OF ERRORS. 
The detection of errors should be as thor- 
ough and perfect as possible, The only de- 
tection of importance is the examination 
of eyury line by the teacher himself, or by 
some one in whom he can place confidence, 
Much of the trouble in detecting errors 
arises from the selection of the passage ; for 
if the selection be properly made, aud also 
properly read and explained to the pupils, 
thore will be very little difficnlty in correct- 
ing the errors, Tho bost plan of marking 
the errors is to underline the word that 18 
misspelled with red ink, After they are 
thus marked they should be returned to the 
pupil for correction,

For the readers in Montreal it is hardly 
necessary to say anything about the political 
significance of this election. Every one 
here knows nothing but the unfortunate 
division of the Liberal yote made it possible 
for a Conservative to be chosen. But we 
see that some of the Western papers of the 
Conservative faith are extremely jeyful 
over the event. They are thankful for 
small mercies, as indeed in present circum: 
stances they may well be. They have ob: 
tained a yote in the Local Legislature it is 
true, and as far as that isan advantage, it 
is just as valuable as if it had been obtain- 
ed by an overwhelming majority of all the 
electors, But as an expression of opinion 
the election is an overwhelming condemna 
tion.

We can fancy some gibes against 
the Montreal Liberals, which, being found- 
edon truth, might not be without their 
sting, forit is no credit to a party te iose a 
constituency, as the Liberals lost the West- 
ern Division. But to talk about a Conser- 
yative triumph, when the Conservative 
candidate polled less than seven hundred 
ofa majority of the actual voters, having / 
no impedimont to produce his full vote, 
while the other side notoriously could not 
bring out its strength is eimply a piece of 
nonsenso. Under other circumstances the 
Liberal majority would not have been seyen 
hundred, as it was, but two of three to one,

Sir,—I have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of the 2lat of Aug- 
ust instant, enclosing a copy of the Royal 
Commissiun appointing Commissioners to 
enquire into and report upon the several 
matters stated in the resolution moved by 
me in the House of Commons on the 2nd 
day of April last, and requesting me to fur- 
nish to the Commissioners a list of witness- 
es I might wish to examine, in order that 
they may be duly summoned to appear, and 
to proceed with my evidence. 

I have to call your attention to the fact, 
apparent on the face of the Commission, that 
it was as a member of the House of Uom- 
mons, and from my place in Parliament, 
that I preferred these charges against Min- 
isters of the Crown and members of that 
House, which on the 8th day of April last 
entertained the charges, determined to in- 
vestigate them itself, and appointed » Se-- 
lect Committeo to inquire into and report 
upon them ; and to the further fact appar- 
ent on the journals of the House, that to 
the said Committee I handed a list of some 
of the principal witnesses whose evidence I 
belicvyed could establish my charges, and I 
have always been {ready to proceed to the 
proof thereof by the tribunal constituted by 
the House for the investigation. The de- 
termination of the Commons. to investi- 
gate these charges remains unaltered, 
and I deem it inconsistent with my 
duty asa member of the Parliament, and 
a breach of the undoubted privileges of 
the House, to recognize any inferior or ex- 
ceptional tribunal oreated to enquire 
into charges still pending before the 
Commons, and so essentially affecting 
the privileges, dignity and indepen: 
dence of Parliament. I believe that it 
is 2 breach of those privileges that a 
Royal Commission, issued without the 
special sanction of the House should take 
any cognizance of or should assume to call 
on me to justify words which I have spoken 
on the floor of the Commons, and for which 
1 am responsible to them, and to them only. 
1 feel that I should do nv act which may be 
construed into an acquiescence in the at: 
tempt to remoye from the Commons the 
conduct and control of the enquiry. I 
believe that the creation of a Commission 
involves a breach of that fundamental 
principle of the Constitution which pre- 
serves to the Commons the right and duty 
of initiating and controlling enquiries into 
high political offences ; that it involyos also 
a breach of that fundamental principle of 
justice which prevents the accused from 
creating the tribunal and controlling the 
procedure for their trial; and that it is a 
Commission without precedent, unknown to 
the Common Law, unsanctioned by the 
statute law, providing by an exercise of the 
prerogative for an enquiry out of the ordi- 
nary course of justice into misdemeanours 
cognizable to the Courts, and consequently 
illegal and void, 

Entertaining these views, you will not 
expect me tu act otherwise that in confor: 
mity with them, and you will be satisfied 
that by my non-appearance before the Com: 
mission I intend no disrespect to the Com- 
missioners, but am moved by the same 
sense of public duty which will constrain 
me in tho earliest practicable moment to 
ronew tho efforts which I have boon mak« 
ing since April last, to bring to trial before 
tho Commons of Canada the men whom T 
havo impeached as public criminals.
